GERMANY'S BATTLE ARM 

Kaiser Wilbelm's apparent faith in tbe strength of Germany's 

tem, the like of which the world has never seen before. The Ger- 
man military system is little understood in this country, where 
militarism is regarded as a dying relic of barbarous ages. 

On January 1. of the year of bis 20th birthday every male 
German citizen mutt report to the military head of his district. 
If not excused because of some physical defect he serves two yearB 
in the infantry or three years iu the cavalry or artillery. For his 
services he receives a small compensation, hardly more than pock 
et money. Then he is transferred to the first reserve, which re- 
quires that he serve a month or two each year for a period of five 
years. The next five years are served in the "Landwehr," and he 
is required to drill at the order of the military authorities. 

From the first class of tbe "Landwehr" the German Boldier 
graduates into the second class, where he remains until he is 89. 
At that age he becomes a part of the "Landstnrm," to be called 
out only in the event of great national need. At the age of 45 
his military service ends. 

The German standing army consists of about 000,000 men, aud 
the first reserve about 1,500,000. The "Landwehr" totals 2.200,- 
000 and the "Landsturm" brings tbe grand total to more than 
0.000,000. 

Organization detail* of the entire German fighting force have 
been worked out to such a detail tbat 0,000,000 soldiers can be 
summoned and fully equipped in an incredibly short time. Not 
only does such an army take the field as a thouroughly trained 
fighting machine, but there are munitions and supplies in the 
country 's arsessals so tbat it is equipped in every detail.

Rome, Aug. 20. — The Pope died at 
an early hour this morning. 

Grief over the war in Europe caus- 
ed the Pope much depression from 
tbe first outbreak, and several days 
ago symptoms appeared of tbe old 
bronchial affection from which the 
pointiff bad suffered la times past. 

On Tuesday Dr. Marchiafava an- 
nounced that the Pope was suffer- 
ing from a simple cold and that pos- 
slbly complete rest for a week would 
restore him to his usual health. The 
brouchial condition SDread, how- 
ever, aud ou Wcdnesdav it was an- 
nounced that the Pope's condition 
was serious. 

A bulletin was issued at 3 o'clock 
Wednesday afternoon signed by Drs. 
Marchiafava and Amici, and gave 
rhe following explanation. 

Orsw Worss During Right 
"The Pope's oondition grew worse 
during tbe nigbt. This was due to 
the diffusion of the bronchitis to tbe 
lower lobe of the left lung. Symp- 
toms of hoart weakness became 
threatening at 10:30 o'clock this 
morning. 

Dr. Marchiafava was able tb leave 
tbe Vatican for a time owing to tbe 
amelioration of symptoms. He said 
tbat nothing early in the morning 
bad indicated the grave crisis, which 
bed come on rapidly. Shortly after 
bs left Dr. Amiei jxamined tbe pa- 
tient. He explained tbat ttre sud- 
den collapse was due to the pontifl.s 
age and tbe gouty affection which 
always combine to give bronchial 
catarrh of an acute nature a most 
serious character. 

Dr. Amlci further explained tbat 
tbs pontiff's diminished vitality, 
caused by old age, rendered his ill- 
ness fatal. 

Ill Slaes War Began 
The Pope's illness began almost 
co-incidentally with the great war 
in Europe. Those close to him be- 
lieve tbat grief over the situation 
brought on the fatal crisis and so 
overwhelmed him that he was un- 
able in bis eightieth year to with- 
stand still another attack of bis old 
enemy, gouty catarrh. 

Ill health has beeu the pontiff's 
lot for many years, and intermit- 
tently the attacks have been so ser- 
ious that the world was prepared 
several times to hear of bis passing. 
During tbe simmer there had beea 
numerous denials from tbe Vatican 
that bia indisposition waa serious. 
As late as August 10. last, upon tbs 
occasion of tbe eleventh anniversary 
of bis coronation. Pope Pius granted 
numerous audiences. 

Two days later it became known 
that he bad cancelled practically all 
engagements. His attendants re- 
ported that he was uuable to work 
and tbat he sat listless and silent 
for hours, evidently brooding over 
the great clash of arms In Europe.

This being the next regular term 
o-f the Hopkins County Court after 
the receipt and filing herein of the 
petition of J. W. Bell and eleven 
other legal voters and tax payers 
within the oity of Earlington, a city 
of the fifth class In Hopkins county, 
the said petition commit on for hear- 
ing it is now ordered by the Court 
that the boundary of the proposed 
Barlington Oraded Common School 
District, colored, be fixed pursuant 
to the agreement of the County 
Judite, the petftionersand the Coun- 
ty Board of Education of Hopkins 
County, Kentucky, as follows: 

Said proposed district shall com- 
prise aud be the same as the terri- 
tory embraced iu the Earlington 
graded common school district 
which is Identical with the boun- 
daries of former consolidated sub- 
districts Nos. 45 aud 48 the bound- 
aries of each of which are as fol- 
lows: 

Sub-district No. 46 begins at the 
N. end of S. R. Nisbet's laue on the 
Madisonvllle and Earltngtou road; 
thence E. to the end of his cross 
lane; thence S. to the fork of the 
White Plains and Hopkinsville 
roads ; so as to exclude A- J. Sisk's 
farm ; theuce with the Hopkinsville 
road to the crossing of the L. & N. 
R. R. ; thence on a straight line so 
as to include Ktias Oldham's farm 
and Rifls Oldham's farm ; thence to 
include Sam and Hiram Oldham's 
firms; tbenoe to the N. W. C irner 
of the survey of the town of Earl- 
ington; thence with said line to the 
N. E. corner ; theuce to the Thomas 
Davis' place aud to Polk Merrill's 
place, including them ; thence on a 
straight hue to the bugiuuiug. 

Sub-district No. 48, beginning at 
the N. B. corner of the corporate 
line of the town of Earlington; 
theuce to Thos. Davis' place and the 
Polk Merrill place, excluding them; 
theuce with the meanderiugs of the 
Hunting Branch to the Rock Ford 
or Cloar Creek ; theuce to the Steve 
Robinson house; theuce to Dock 
Orlffln's; thence to N. W. corner of 
the corporation line of the town of 
Earlington; thence to the begin- 
ning." 

The Sheriff of Hopkina County is 
directed to open a poll within said 
proposed graded common school 
district on Tuesday, September 8th, 
MH4, for the purpose of taking the 
sense of the legal colored voters iu 
said graded common school district 
oo the proposition whether or not 
they will vote an annual tax of not 
exceeding fifty ceuta ou each One 
Hundred Dollars of property asses- 
sed within said proposed common 
school district belonging to colored 
voters, and a poll tax of not exceed- 
ing $1.60 per capita on each colored 
male Inhabitant over 21 years of age 
residlug iu said proposed graded 
lomnion school district, beiug both 
an ad valorem aud a poll tax, for 
the purpose of maintaining a com- 
mon graded school iu said proposed 
graded common school district aud 
for erecting, purchasiug aud repair- 
ing suitable buildings therefor if 
necessary . The court finds as a fact 
that the proposition to establish said 
graded common school district and 
school has been aud is approved Iu 
writing ou the petition by Paul M. 
Moore, the trustee of tiie common 
school district aud the ouly commou 
school district iucluded witbiu or 
affected by the boundary of the 
proposed graded common school 
district, aud has beeu approved in 
writing on said petltiou by the 
County Superluteudeiit of Commou 
Schools; that the proposed school 
house ic. said district is the school 
house iu preseut use by the Earliug- 
tou colored school district within 
the city of Karliugtou, with the lot 
upon which the same ia situated, 
the same being located one block 
west of the Louisville A Nashville 
Railroad aud one block north of 
Main Street Iu Earlington, Keutuc-
